Diet  and  Weight. — Under  a  Ministry  of 
Food  experiment  to  find  out  whether 
civilians  are  losing  weight  under  a  war-time 
diet,  more  than  9,000  people,  including 
factory  workers,  coal  miners  and  boys  and 
girls  of  sixteen  years  of  age,  have  been 
twice  weighed.  3,416  men  from  large  fac- 
tories and  mines  had  an  average  weight  of 
10  st.  8  lb.  in  April  and  10  st.  7J  lb.  in  July. 
The  average  weight  of  3,214  factory  women 
was  9  st.  ijTb.  in  April  and  9  st.  1  lb.  in 
July.  In  the  same  period,  boys  of  sixteen 
increased  their  average  weight  by  £  lb.,  and 
1,737  girls  had  a  weight  decrease  of  an 
equal  amount.  The  weight  experiments 
of  the  Ministry  are  to  continue  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,  and  housewives  are  being 
asked  to  co-operate  by  getting  themselves 
weighed  by  local  chemists  at  regular  inter- 
vals.

Medical  Attention  in  the  Forces. — Mr. 

Hammersley  asked  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  War  recently  whether  he  had  con- 
sidered complaints  of  inadequate  medi- 
cal attention  in  the  Armed  Forces.  Sir 
James  Grigg  replied  that  individual 
complaints  about  the  Army  medical  services 
reached  the  War  Office  from  time  to  time 
from  various  sources.  The  complaints  were 
in  most  cases  without  foundation. 

Pharmacists  in  Admiralty  Service. — On 
October  27,  Mr.  Linstead  asked  the  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  what  steps  he  is 
taking  to  prevent  a  breakdown  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service  of  the  medical 
department  of  the  Admiralty  which  will 
follow  the  threatened  withdrawal  of  some 
sixty  pharmacists  for  military  service ;  and 
why  these  men  cannot  be  transferred,  as 
were  dentists,  from  civilian  officers  to  naval 
officers  and  so  remain  in  the  posts  of  which 
they  have  now  specialised  experience.  The 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  replied  that 
the  number  of  pharmacists  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical department  of  the  Admiralty  who 
were  under  twenty-five  at  the  date  of  their 
registration  and  whose  deferment  therefore 
became  liable  to  cancellation  following  a 
decision  on  the  call  up  of  civil  servants  is 
thirty-seven  and  not  sixty  as  stated.  The 
question  of  the  retention  of  these  men  in 
the  Admiralty  service  is  at  present  being 
reconsidered,  and  it  would  therefore  not  be 
appropriate  to  say  anything  further  at  this 
juncture.

Payment  for  Lipstick  Moulds. — In  the

Illicit     Manufacture     of    Perfume. — At 

Clerkenwell  Police  Court,  recently,  Szad 
Mir  Kamad  Pasha,  St.  Augustine's  Road, 
London,  N.W.i,  was  fined  £io  and  £5  5s. 
costs  for  supplying  perfume  without  being 
a  registered  person  and  for  failing  to  keep 
accounts  relating  to  the  sales  of  the  per- 
fume. For  the  Board  of  Trade  it  was  stated 
that  Pasha,  after  being  discharged  from  the 
Merchant  Navy,  applied  for  permission  to 
manufacture  perfume.  The  application  was 
refused,  but  despite  this  he  had  been 
breaking-down  perfumes  with  eau  de 
Cologne  and  selling  them  in  various 
markets.  His  turnover  was  stated  to  be 
about  ^40  monthly. 

Addiction  Charges  Against  Matron. — At 

Bath  Police  Court,  on  October  29,  Lilian 
Audrey  Johnson,  matron  of  the  Stratton 
House  Nursing  Home,  Park  Lane,  Bath, 
appeared  on  charges  of  unlawfully  procur- 
ing from  Boots,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Milsom 
Street,  Bath,  145  grains  of  morphine  and 
morphine  sulphate  between  March  15  and 
August  27,  and  160  grains  from  Boots,  Ltd., 
Union  Street,  between  March  10  and 
August  29.  The  case  was  adjourned  .for 
two  weeks  so  that  agreement  might  be 
arrived  at  whether  she  could  be  allowed  to 
return  to  the  nursing  home,  provided  she 
gave  safeguards  to  the  public  and  patients. 

No  Extension  of  Letters  Patent. — In  the 

Chancery  Division,  on  October  25,  Gillette 
Industries,  Ltd.,  Great  West  Road,  Isle- 
worth,  Middlesex,  the  Gillette  Safety  Razor 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Boston,  U.S.A.,  and  Henry 
Conrad  Heide,  Broad  Street,  Liverpool 
Street,  London,  applied  for  an  extension  of 
letters  patent  granted  to  Heide  on  February 
1,  1927,  for  improvements  in  safety-razor 
blades.  The  application  related  to  Valet 
safety-razor  blades,  and  the  ground  of  the 
petition  was  that  loss  had  been  suffered  in 
the  development  of  the  patent  owing  to  the 
war.  The  original  owners  were  the  Valet 
Safety  Razor  Co.,  of  America.  The  patent 
was  communicated  to  a  director  of  Gillette 
Industries,  Ltd.,  and  assigned  to  the  com- 
pany. Owing  to  limitations  on  deliveries 
of  steel  strip,  of  which  the  blades  were 


made,  there  had  been  a  serious  declint 
sales.

ement  of  funds ;    and  with  a  parsi- 


monious Treasury  in  control,  it  is  likely  to 
narrow  its  scope  when  it  finds  that  other 
bodies  are  doing  outstanding  work  in  the 
same  field.  As  to  the  Universities,  at  least 
four  of  the  seven  Nuffield  trustees  hold 
university  appointments  :  a  delimitation  of 
these  two  spheres  should  accordingly  pre- 
sent no  difficulty.  The  general  conclusions 
of  the  Parliamentary  and  Scientific  Com- 
mittee are  unexceptionable  ;  in  particular, 
we  may  all  agree  that  "the  Universities 
should  prepare  for  a  rapid  growth  in .  the 
number  of  students  of  science  and  tech- 
nology." In  this  connexion  it  is  a  healthy 
sign  that  the  new  President  of  Magdalen 
College,  Oxford,  is  Sir  Henry  Tizard,  a 
distinguished  scientist  and  a  trustee  of  the 
Nuffield  Foundation.  With  his  advent  the 
last  vestige  of  truth  in  Matthew  Arnold's 
rhapsodical  description  of  Oxford  as  "the 
home  of  lost  causes,  and  forsaken  beliefs, 
and  impossible  loyalties"  may  be  said  to 
disappear. 

What  Is  Expected 

One  reads  with  unusual  interest  the 
reflections  of  a  trained  legal  mind  on  the 
function  of  the  pharmacist  in  business 
(p.  443).  Has  the  reasonable  expectation 
of  the  public  ever  been  put  more  neatly 
than  in  this  sentence  of  Mr.  S.  C.  T.  Little- 
wood's  ?  "  Pharmacists  should  give  the  best 
possible  service ;  have  faith  in  examina- 
tions ;  receive  sufficient  remuneration ; 
and  have  belief  in  trade  organisations." 
Proprietors  of  pharmacies  and  their  quali- 
fied assistants  may  with  advantage  take 
to  heart  the  speaker's  remark  that  he 
"objected  to  being  served  by  a  young  girl 
who  had  no  knowledge  of  the  preparation 
she  was  selling."  Not  long  ago  a  customer 
in  my  locality  ceased  going  into  a  certain 
pharmacy  for  exactly  that  reason.  Turning 
to  the  role  of  trade  organisations,  Mr.  Little- 
wood  suggested  obtaining  wider  powers  for 
protection  of  interests,  and  noted  the 
meagre  fees  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing.  I  may  recall  the  old  saying 
that  to  whom  much  is  given,  of  him  much 
is  required.  On  that  principle  it  would 
seem  that  in  the  case  of  panel  work  little 
should  be  required  ;  yet  no  self-respecting 
pharmacist  would  lower  his  standard  of. 
dispensing  to  match  the  level  of  the  tariff. 
There  is  an  unanswerable  case  for  a  new 
basis  of  contract.  Finally,  it  was  appro- 
priately urged  that  something  should  be 
done  for  service  men  and  women  on  their 
return  to  civil  life.

Organisation 

A  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  special  local 
organisation  subcommittee  held  on  Sep- 
tember 22' was  received,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  the  matter  should  be  discussed  in  detail 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive.  In 
the  meantime,  the  Local  Organisations 
Officer  was  authorised  to  incur  such  expenses 
as  might  be  necessary  in  arranging  a  special 
series  of  district  meetings  to  be  held  between 
November  1,  1943,  and  March  31,  1944. 

The  Executive  considered  the  method 
that  should  be  adopted  for  the  labelling  of 
authorised  alternatives  for  sal  volatile  and 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  in  order  to  secure 
uniformity  of  practice  and  safeguard  mem- 
bers from  misdescription. 

War  Aid  Funds 

The  Secretary  reported  that  there  had 
been  no  further  claims  on  the  Air  Raid 
Mutual  Assistance  Fund  since  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  Executive.  A  claim  out- 
standing for  some  time  had  been  completed 
by  payment  of  £12.  A  report  from  the 
War  Distress  Fund  Committee  for.  the 
period  ended  July  31  was  also  received. 

National  Health  Insurance 

The  secretary's  report  on  arrangements 
made  to  call  a  conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  at  the  earliest  opportunity 
after  the  issue  of  the  Government's  white 
paper  on  a  proposed  National  Medical 
Service  was  received  and  approved.  The 
Minister  of  Health,  at  a  recent  deputation, 
having  invited  suggestions  for  improve- 
ments in  the  existing  N.H.I,  service  that 
were  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  public, 
it  was  resolved  that  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees should  be  invited  to  submit  sugges- 
tions affecting  the  chemists'  service.  The 
secretary  submitted  a  memorandum  out- 
lining proposals  for  future  N.H.I,  pharma- 
ceutical organisation.  It  was  resolved  that 
no  immediate  action  should  be  taken,  but 
that  the  secretary's  proposals  should  be 
considered  in  detail  when  it  was  known 
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what  form  the  Government's  proposals  was 
to  take.  A  letter  from  the  Middlesex 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  asked  that  a 
protest  should  be  sent  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  at  the  increasing  practice  of  panel 
doctors  ordering  prescriptions  containing 
multiple  doses.  It  was  resolved  to  send  a 
letter  to  the  Middlesex  Committee  declaring 
that  the  Central  N.H.I.  Committee  was 
fully  aware  of  the  present  unsatisfactory 
position,  and  that  the  practice  would  be 
taken  into  consideration  when  formulating 
proposals  for  the  provision  of  a  new  national 
pharmaceutical  service.  The  Central  N.H.I. 
Committee  was  advised  of  the  shortage  of 
cataplasma  kaolini  and  ephedrine.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  make  inquiries 
as  to  present  supplies  and  if  necessary  to 
make  representation  to  the  Ministry  of 

SOUTH  AFRICAN 

Kidney  trays,  formerly  imported,  are  now 
among  goods  pressed  in  South  Africa  and 
chromium  plated.  The  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing such  chemists'  supplies  as  tooth-paste, 
denture  powder,  tooth  powder  and  hair- 
fixing  cream  has  encouraged  the  local 
manufacture  of  these  items,  and  a  fair 
number  are  now  appearing  on  the  market 
under  branded  names.  Most  of  the  ingredi- 
ents used  are  South  African.  Despite  this 
activity  there  is  still  a  considerable  scarcity, 
and  whenever  small  quantities  of  famous 
British  brands  come  on  to  the  market  there 
is  keen  demand  for  them.  Manufacturers 
are  finding  the  provision  of  containers  a 
major  problem,  but  the  shortage  is  being 
met  in  part  by  the  local  production  of 
wooden  containers. 

Cape  Cosmetics 

Cosmetics  made  in  South  Africa,  to  com- 
pensate for  the  growing  lack  of  imported 
lines,  are  being  packed  in  such  containers. 
Certain  supplies  have  been  imported  from 
South  America,  but  it  seems  that  this 
trade  is  now  to  decline,  as  the  South  African 
Government  does  not  seem  eager  to  let  too 
much  business  go  to  the  Argentine.  South 
African  manufacturers  are  attempting 
many  new  medicinal  specialities,  but  it 
is  now  being  suggested  that  plans  should  be_ 
laid  for  a  heavy  importation  after  the  war 
of  the  various  supplies  that  have  now 
become  depleted,  and  which  it  might  be 
possible  for  Great  Britain  to  ship.  Certain 
South  African  drugs  and  medicines  are 
being  exported  to  the  Belgian  Congo  and 
other  territories  in  Africa,  but  such  exports 
are  so  hedged  in  by  Government  restrictions

Work  under  Difficulties 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  said  he  had  recently 
visited  Tunbridge  Wells  and  had  found  that 
one  of  the  members  of  the  local  branch 
had  been  seriously  ill  for  some  time.  Though 
not  actually  well  enough  he  had  returned 
to  business  to  carry  on  the  work  which 
was  so  very  necessary  in  that  area.  It 
seemed  that  a  good  many  pharmacists  were 
carrying  on  their  work  under  great  diffi- 
culties, and  without  any  publicity,  and  it 
seemed  'to  him  they  should  pay  some 
tribute  to  the  pharmacists  who  were  work- 
ing under  such  difficulties  and  helping  to 
carry  on  the  health  services  of  the  country. 

The  Society  acknowledged  a.  letter  from 
the  Army  Council  concerning  pharmacy  in 
the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps,  stating 
that  ,the  Army  Council  would  raise  no 
objection  to  the  publication  of  correspon- 
dence between  themselves  and  the  Society. 
A  Press  conference  would  later  be  held  by 
the  Society,,  at  which  the  documents  would 
be  issued,  and  the  president  would  explain 
them  to  the  Press.  The  minutes  of  the 
Committee  were  approved. 

War  Aid 

Mr.  W.  Deacon  moved  the  minutes  of 
the  War  Aid  Committee,  and  said  it  had 
been  one  of  the  happiest  meetings  held 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  fund.  They 
had  received  many  letters  of  appreciation 
following  assistance  from  the  fund.  Two 
of  their  members  had  been  repatriated,  and 
the  husband  of  one  of  the  ladies  whom  they 
had  helped  arrived  home  to  find  his  wife 
was  a  fully  qualified  pharmacist,  and  so, 
pulling  together,  they  would  be  very  happy.

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DEPUTY  SECRETARY  IN  SCOTLAND 


Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (deputy  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  addressed  meetings 
of  the  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
and  Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scottish 
Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently  on  "The  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  Inquiry."  Mr.  D.  Gemmell  presided  at 
Glasgow  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Tainsh  at  Edin- 
burgh. 

Inquiry  Committee's  Report 

Mr.  Adams  described  the  main  features 
of  the  Report,  drawing  attention  to  what 
he  thought  were  its  main  lessons.  He  held 
that  pharmacy's  tendency  during  the  past 
sixty  years  to  become  commercialised  should 
be  reversed.  Pharmacy  in  shops  should  be 
practised  as  a  profession,  based  upon  the 
pharmacist  being  the  authority  on  all 
aspects  of  medicines,  and  giving  his  whole 
time  to  pharmaceutical  work.  The  concep- 
tion needed  to  be  accompanied  by  a  revised 
attitude  towards  the  relations  between 
dispensing  and  prescribing.  The  facts  of 
the  situation  required  that  the  pharmacist 
should  concern  himself  more  with  the  action 
and  uses  of  drugs  as  the  collaborator  of  the 
prescriber.  Secondly,  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy in  shops  needed  to  be  limited  to  phar- 
macists and  conducted  on  a  co-operative 
and  not  on  a  competitive  basis.  Finally, 
pharmacy  should  be  organised  as  a  public 
service  and  integrated  with  other  branches 
of  the  health  services.  Among  methods 
of  achieving  these  objectives  was  the  crea- 
tion of  a  public  corporation  for  pharmacy. 
Apart  from  its  immediate  advantage,  such 
an  organisation  would  facilitate  in  adapting 
pharmaceutical  practice  to  the  ultimate 
requirements  of  a  national  medical  service. 
The  idea  of  a  public  corporation  had  found 
support  in  medical  circles  for  medical 
purposes. 

Effect  of  Beveridge  Report 

Mr.  T.  Guthrie  (a  past-president  of  the 
Society),  at  the  Glasgow  meeting,  said  he 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry,  and  knew  the  labour  put  in  by  Mr. 
Adams  as  its  secretary.  Most  of  the  evidence 
had  'been  taken  before  the  war,  and  he  felt 
that  certain  things  had  happened  in  the 
last  four  years  that  would  affect  the  con- 
clusions of  the  Committee.  The  Beveridge 
Report  had  been  issued,  and  in  England 
the  chemists  expected  their  dispensing  to 
be  doubled  or  trebled.  In  Scotland  chemists 
were  not  likely  to  get  much  more  than  at 
present.    Insurance  dispensing  brought  in 


from  £100  to  ^150  for  the  average  she 
Scotland,  but  pharmacists  were  distribi 
of  goods  as  well  as  dispensers.  This  w 
continue  even  if  the  Beveridge  scl 
came  in.

The  Chairman  then  introduced  Mr. 
Deacon  (a  past-president  of  the  Society), 
who  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Adams  for  the 
work  which  he  had  put  into  the  Reports 
of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry.  These  volumes, 
he  was  sure,  would  become  two  of  the  great 
classics  of  pharmacy. 

Charter  Change  Urged 

Mr.  Teesdale,  Edinburgh,  hoped  the 
meeting  would  be  only  the  first  of  a  series 
of  discussions  in  their  area  on  the  future 
of  pharmacy.  The  Report  had  been  drafted 
before  any  immediate  changes  in  the 
country's  health  service  had  been  contem- 
plated ;  consequently  it  was  unbiased.  It 
clearly  showed  the  need  for  altering  the 
Charter's  object  from  the  protection  of 
those  who  carry  on  business  as  chemists- 
and  druggists  to  the  protection  of  pharma- 
cists. This,  should  be  done  without  delay. 
The  statement  in  the  Report  that  the  num- 
ber of  members  of  Council  appointed  by  the 
Privy  Council  should  be  increased,  the 
additional  members  being  pharmacists,  re- 
quired elucidation,  and  he  would  like  to 
hear  Mr.  Adams's  views :  it  appeared 
desirable  that  the  normal  democratic 
procedure  should  be  adhered  to.  The  present 
lack  of  virility  of  their  Council  and  Execu- 
tive could  be  traced  to  absence  of  an  elec- 
tion for  three  years.  It  was  to  .be  hoped 
no  pretext  would  be  found  for  postpone- 
ment in  1944.  An  infusion  of  younger 
pharmacists  was  urgently  required ;  the 
principle  of  co -option  had  not  been  a 
success.  In  Scotland  members  of  the 
Executive  had  stated,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ings, how  anxious  they  were  to  welcome 
young  employee  pharmacists  to  the  Execu- 
tive, but  when  a  vacancy  occurred  was  it  a 
young  man  they  co-opted  ?  No,  it  was  not 
even  a  middle-aged  man ;  the  Executive 
had  co-opted  an  octogenarian.  Appoint- 
ment of  members  by  the  Privy  Council 
might  have  the  same  faults.  The  statement 
that  the  formation  of  an  organisation 
adequately  representing  the  interest  of 
employee  pharmacists  was  desirable  also 
required  clarification.  Did  not  such  organ- 
isations already  exist  ?  They  had  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
in  retail  pharmacy,  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists  in  hospital  pharmacy,  and 
the  Association  of  Scientific  Workers  on  the 
manufacturing  side.

Early  Reduction  of  Taxation 

With  regard  to  taxation  Sir  George  thinks 
that  this  must  be  reduced  as  early  as 
possible  after  the  war,  and  due  relief  given 
for  depreciation  on  buildings,  amortisation 
of  patents,  wastage  of  assets,  and  research. 
Depreciation  allowances,  he  considers, 
should  be  blocked  for  expenditure  on  the 
items  for  which  they  afe  allowed  ;  when  war 
came,  despite  allowances  that  had  been 
made  for  depreciation,  plant  and  machinery 
in  many  factories  were  inefficient  and 
obsolete. 

Private  Enterprise 

Sir  George  has  a  good  deal  to  say  on 
private  enterprise  which,  he  thinks,  can 
quite  well  play  the  greatest  possible  part 
if  those  responsible  for  its  direction  justify 
themselves  by  their  actions  and  by  the 
results  achieved.  Private  enterprise,  he 
reminded  his  hearers,  is  essentially  the 
system  of  payment  by  results,  and  if  a 
private  enterpriser  is  wrong  he,  and  any 
whom  he  may  have  been  able  to  convince, 
stand  the  loss.  Another  task  before  the 
country  is  to  inquire  how  industry,  as 
represented  by  the  trade  association  move- 
ment, can  best  be  organised.  His  view  is 
that  each  section  of  industry  should  possess 
an  efficient  trade  association  to  deal  with 
its  own  domestic  concerns.  For  the  con- 
sideration of  matters  affecting  the  industry 
as  a  whole,  those  sections  should  co-operate 
by  establishing  either  a  joint  committee  or 
another  form  of  organisation  that  will 
enable  the  whole  industry  to  express  its 
views.  Progress  has  been  made,  in  this 
direction  by  many  branches  of  industry  but 
much  remains  to  be  done. 

Cartels 

Speaking  as  one  holding  no  interest  in 
cartels,  and  therefore  impartial,  Sir  George 
argues  that  there  must  be  some  measure 
of  cartelisation  for  fundamental  reasons  if 
we  are  in  future  to  achieve  security  from 
aggression.  One  of  these  reasons  is  that  no 
country  in  the  world  should  be  allowed  to 
live  in  prosperity  at  the  expense  of  unem- 
ployment and  misery  in  another,  otherwise 
war  will  come  again .  Secondly,  efforts  must 
be  made  to  ensure  that  capital  and  manu- 
facturing capacity  are  not  created  greatly 
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in  excess  of  the  world's  needs,  as  such  a 
process  ultimately  promotes  cut-throat 
competition  and  slumps.  Without  arguing 
the  details  or  the  safeguards  necessary  to 
maintain  the  urge  to  advance  and  achieve- 
ment, he  urges  that  cartelisation  should 
organise  for  efficient  production,  with 
consequent  lower  prices,  to  serve  a  country's 
needs  and  its  share  in  world  demand. 
Should  the  method  be  associated  with  an 
economic  price  level,  there  remains,  in  his 
view,  wide  scope  for  enterprise  and  initiative 
in  service  and  quality. 

Under  One  Umbrella 

The  motto  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  is  "  Prodesse  Quam  Conspici,"  which 
is  officially  translated  as  "To  be  of  use 
rather  than  conspicuous."  From  a  state- 
ment in  the  September  bulletin  issued  by 
the  N.P.U.  it  appears  that  this  motto  may 
have  to  be  reconsidered.  Briefly,  the  Union 
announces  that  in  future  its  policy,  will, 
in  certain  circumstances,  be,  (a)  to  regard 
itself  more  and  more  as  an  employers' 
organisation,  and  (b)  to  "intervene  as  a 
counterbalancing  factor"  to  employees 
when  the  Council  elections  take  place.  The 
motives  behind  the  change  of  attitude  are 
stated  to  be,  first,  increasing  pressure  from 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  which  is  proposing 
to  introduce  into  pharmacy  a  Joint  Indus- 
trial Council ;  and  secondly,  the  activities 
of  other  sections  of  the  profession,  notably 
the  employees,  in  putting  forward  their 
own  candidates  in  the  Society's  Council 
elections.  Branch  meetings  are  being  asked 
to  discuss  the  formation  of  a  Joint  Industrial 
Council,  and  this  subject  was  discussed  at 
length  in  last  week's  issue. 

Unfounded  Anxiety 

If  the  N.P.U.  has  fears  of  what  the 
employees  may  do  on  the  Society's  Council, 
it  is  pertinent  to  ask  whether  there  are  any 
real  and  solid  grounds  for  its  anxieties. 
Members  of  the  Society  naturally  have  a 
great  interest  in  and  enthusiasm  for  their 
own  Society,  which  is  a  venerable  body  with 
a  record  of  over  a  century's  fruitful  work, 
and  which  is,  moreover,  the  embodiment 
of  the  high  ideals  and  practical  sagacity  of 
those  pioneers  who  first  foresaw  that 
pharmacy  could  become  an  organised  and 


purposeful  calling.  The  fact  rem: 
however,  that  in  some  of  the  main  issu 
the  present  day  the  Society  is,  by  reas( 
its  Charter  and  of  interpretations  give 
the  Courts,  virtually  impotent.  Empky 
if  they  gained  every  seat  on  the  Coi 
might  attempt  to  remodel  the  training 
ditions  of  apprentices,  but  could  do 
to  better  the  working  conditions  of 
ployed  pharmacists.

Combine  and  Fight 

Captain  Gammans  said  he  did  not  think 
the  small  traders  had  a  hope  of  survival 
unless  they  were  prepared  to  combine  and 
fight.  If  they  were,  then  he  was  their  man 
and  he  would  fight  with  them.  When  the 
resolution  for  the  formation  of  the  Council 
of  Retail  Distributors  was  put  forward  for 
discussion,  Mr.  H.  G.  May  (London  and 
Suburban  Traders'  Federation)  strongly 
opposed  it  on  the  ground  that  so  many 
small  traders'  organisations  already  existed 
and  were  federated  with  various  national 
bodies.  He  mentioned  that  the  National 
Chamber  of  Trade  represented  fifty  national 
bodies  and  500  affiliated  chambers  of  com- 
merce, and  said  he  was  very  surprised  to 
know  that  /the  Chamber  had  not  been  in- 
vited to  the  conference.  Before  a  decision 
was  taken  to  form  a  new  body,  it  should  be 
considered  carefully  whether  the  position 
was  not  best  dealt  with  by  bringing  fresh 
blood  into  the  existing  organisations.  The 
resolution  to  form  the  new  organisation  was 
carried,  with  some  half  a  dozen  dissentients, 
in  a  conference  of  about  two  hundred.  In-

Australian  Pharmaceutical 
Service 

The  Australian  Federal  Government  has 
made  clear  its  intention  to  introduce  a 
national  medical  service  in  the  Common- 
wealth. The  Council  of  the  Federated 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Guild  of  Australia, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  the 
Executive  of  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Research  Bureau,  have  therefore 
decided  to  call  upon  every  pharmacist  in 
practice  in  the  Commonwealth  to  subscribe 
to  a  fund  for  carrying  out  the  work  of 
planning  the  pharmaceutical  aspects  of 
such  a  service.  , 
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A  COLLEGE  IN  EXILE 


The  School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  now  back  in  London  after 
being  evacuated  at  Cardiff  for  over  four 
years.  In  a  report  which  was  presented  at 
the  opening  recently  of  the  first  session  in 
London  after  the  return,  the  Dean  of  the 
College  (Mr.  H.  Berry,  B.Sc,  Dip.  Bact., 

A.  I.C.,  Ph.C.)  gave  an  account  of  the  work 
done  at  Cardiff  and  made  some  observa- 
tions on  the  problems  facing  pharmacists 
generally  today.  He  said  : — 

To  return  home  after  a  long  exile  is 
generally  an  occasion  for  rejoicing  and 
celebration,  and  the  return  of  the  College 
to  its  old  habitation  is  no  exception  to  the 
rule.  The  College  was  in  danger  of  losing 
its  identity,  forgetting  its  traditions.  It 
was  the  good  fortune  of  the  School  to  be 
offered  the  hospitality  of  the  University 
of  Wales,  at  Cardiff.  While  in  Cardiff  we 
met  perfect  hospitality,  generous  and 
unselfish,  from  our  hosts,  from  the  Welsh 
College  of  Pharmacy,  and  from  citizens  in 
every  walk  of  life.  The  four  years  were  not 
unfruitful.  The  senior  staff  maintained 
contact  with  activities  in  London.  Research 
was  pursued,  although  gradually  the 
number  of  research  workers  dwindled. 
Eight  students  were  awarded  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  Three  members  of  the  staff  passed 
the  B.Sc.  with  Honours  and  two  Pereira 
medals  came  to  the  College.  Twenty-three 

B.  Pharm.,  twenty-four  Ph.C.  and  seventy- 
five  chemist  and  druggist  qualifications 
were  obtained. 

Staff  Changes 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the 
staff.  Professor  Gaddum  resigned  his  chair 
in  pharmacology  to  take  that  at  Edinburgh. 
Dr.  West  is  acting  head  of  the  Department 
of  Physiology.  The  number  of  men  demon- 
strators has  been  considerably  reduced ; 
and  the  staff  now  possesses  a  preponderance 
of  women.  Lastly,  we  extend  our  sincere 
congratulations  to  Dr.  Wallis  on  his  Confer- 
ence chairmanship. 

Pharmacy's  Present  Problems 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  organisation 
of  the  national  effort  for  war  does  not  find 
a  greater  use  and  recognition  for  the 
professional  skill  of  the  young  highly- 
qualified  pharmacist.

our  last  annual  meeting  I  referred  to 
>rganisation  of  the  Association  and 


suggested  that  we  might  have  to  consider, 
among  other  things,  whether  it  was  desir- 
able for  membership  of  a  trade  association, 
such  as  our  own,  to  be  compulsory  for  all 
firms  in  an  industry,  and  whether  the 
association  should  be  in  a  position  to 
enforce  its  decisions.  During  the  year  the 
views  of  members  on  these  two  points 
have  been  made  quite  clear  in  the  course 
of  answering  a  questionnaire  issued  by  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries.  The 
great  majority  were  strongly  averse  to  any 
form  of  compulsory  membership  of  a  trade 
association,  nor  did  they  wish  for  com- 
pulsory powers  to  be  granted.  During  the 
year  under  review  we  have  started  a  more 
intensive  study  of^post-war  problems  by  inviting 
groups  and  affiliated  Associations  to  submit  re- 
ports enabling  the  Council  to  appreciate  the  pro- 
blems facing  the  various  sections  of  the  industry. 
Good  progress  has  been  made,  but  only  one 
report  has  reached  the  stage  of  formal  presenta- 
tion to  the  Council.  Mr.  Pratt,  who  is  still 
working  for  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  where  he 
has  been  for  more  than  three  years,  has  been 
able,  since  last  January,  to  devote  a  certain 
amount  of  his  time  to  this  work.  He  is  present 
today,  and  I  hope  we  may  have  the  advantage 
of  hearing  his  views. 

I  think  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  the 
chemical  industry  has  done,  and  will  continue 
to  do,  as  much  as  any  industry  in  the  country 
to  help  in  the  national  effort  to  win  the  war 
at  the  earliest  moment.  It  is  imperative  that 
each  firm  in  the  chemical  industry  should 
undertake  a  thorough  overhaul,  in  order  to 
make  itself  more  efficient  and  improve  the 
general  efficiency  of  the  industry. 

I  have  now  reached  the  end  of  my  term  as 
Chairman  of  the  Association,  and  I  cannot  let 
this  occasion  pass  without  thanking  the  mem- 
bers very  sincerely  for  their  support  during  the 
past  two  years.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  our 
joint  assistant  managers,  Messrs.  Drake  and 
Holden.

Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  (secretary  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Association)  addressed  a  meeting 
of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion and  local  branches^of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union,  recently,  Mr.  W.  Edwards 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Kemp's  subject  was  "  Pro- 
prietary Medicines  and  the  Future  of 
Pharmacy."  He  spoke  of  the  pioneer  work 
of  Sir  William  Glyn-  Jones  in  establishing  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  thus 
assuring  a  definite  profit  to  distributors  of 
proprietary  articles.  He  hoped  the  P.A.T.A. 
would  remain  a  lasting  memorial  to  one  of 
the  greatest  figures,  known  in  pharmacy.  He 
had  a  few  days  earlier  examined,  through 
advertisements  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press, 
the  average  rate  of  profit  ruling  on  propri- 
etaries in  the  years  1 895-1 900.  The  average 
was  5  per  cent,  on  turnover.  Through  the 
establishment  of  the  P.A.T.A.  this  had 
been  remedied,  but  the  additional  profit  had 
attracted  traders  outside  pharmacy.  It  had 
also  attracted  manufacturers  whose  inter- 
ests were  not  pharmaceutical.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  good  work  of  Sir 
William  and  convince  the  manufacturer 
that  the  goodwill  of  the  pharmacist  was 
valuable  to  him. 

Protection  in  the  Future 

Before  the  repeal  of  the  Medicine  Stamp 
duty,  out  of  140,000  licences  issued,  only 
15,000  were  chemists',  so  that  to  each  chem- 
ist there  were  nine  other  points  of  distribu- 
tion. The  proportion  today  must  be  even 
greater.  Had  anything  been  done  to  protect 
business  in  the  future  ?  The  C.F.  movement 
gave  the  reply.  In  1939,  the*CF.  Associa- 
tion was  set  up  as  an  independent  body. 
It  was  a  tripartite  body  representing  manu- 
facturers, wholesalers  and  retailers.  All 
problems  were  considered  by  the  Council 
as  a  whole,  and  this  policy  would  determine 
the  future  success  of  the  C.F.  movement. 
In  1 94 1  an  endeavour  was  made  to  increase 
the  degree  of  support  received  from  the 
retail  trade,  and  6,000  chemists  had  signed 
the  agreement  form.  Certain  conditions 
imposed  had  not  yet  been  enforced.  Fur- 
ther consideration  would  be  given  to  them 
after  a  meeting  of  manufacturers  in  the 
autumn.  They  had  hoped  to  have  had  a 
measure  of  agreement  with  multiple  firms, 
but  this  had  not  yet  been  secured.  Pro- 
prietary medicines  might  be  affected  by  the 
new  national  health  service,  under  which 
control  of  advertising  and  distribution  of 
proprietary  medicines  might  be  set  up.  In 
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preparation  for  this,  the  C.F.  Counci 
already  set  up  a  Standards  Committee,

Proposed  Increases  in  Pharmacy  Fees     Per  annum  ?  When  we  read  that  nume 


Sir, — Your  leading  article  on  the  proposed 
increase  of  pharmacy  ■  registration  fees 
(C.  &  D.,  October  23,  p.  415)  proves  the 
value  of  an  independent  trade  journal.  An 
iniquitous  wrong  is  about  to  be  done,  and 
action  should  be  taken  at  once  to  circum- 
vent the  exploitation  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  for  a  purpose  for  which  it  could 
not  have  been  intended,  namely,  to  bolster 
up  grandiose  failures  in  the  form  of  a  pala- 
tial palace  for  political  pharmacy.  This, 
as  you  point  out,  can  be  the  only. reason  for 
milching  pharmacists  by  higher  registration 
fees.  The  method  of  introducing  the  pro- 
posed changes  is  indicative  that  the  money 
is  already  earmarked  for  purposes  which 
the  proposers  are  not  willing  to  defend. 
Bloomsbury  Square  was  born  a  tame  white 
mouse :  it  has  grown  in  quick  time  into  a 
white  elephant.  All  this  is  happening  under 
a  Council  which  has  no  electoral .  authority 
at  present.  I  suggest  that  every  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (or 
every  local  Chemists'  Association)  should 
see  that  a  motion  is  discussed  at  the  first 
ensuing  meeting  of  its  members,  deploring 
the  proposals  made.

Sir, — There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  blundered 
badly  in  making  its  latest  demand  for 
higher  fees.  What  embitters  and  will  con- 
tinue to  embitter  this  controversy  is  the 
cool  assumption  that  no  person  and  no 
organisation  outside  the  Council  has  any 
say  in  the  matter.  Admittedly  the  Council 
can  now  make  by-laws  without  the  con- 
firmatory sanction  of  a  meeting  of  members  ;
